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Burglar swipes kids' presents Christmas Eve 


Grieving mom, children already mourning husband's death

Margaret Glover’s children 
cried Christmas morning, and 
one of her daughters took a 
hammer to bed with her that 
night. 

The crying was the result of 
someone stealing some of her 
children’s presents on Christ¬ 


mas Eve. 

The fear was the result of 
her children realizing that the 
burglar had broken into her 
house at 137 Ballard St. to do 
so. 

Glover, whose husband died 
in July, said it was already a 
difficult time for her three 
children, Ashley, 16, Heather, 
13, and Anthony Jr., 9. But 


when they realized that some¬ 
one had stolen special gifts she 
had hidden in a dresser drawer 
in her bedroom, it became 
even worse. 

“I just lost my husband, we 
just moved and I’m struggling 
to take care of my children... 
I’m all by myself,” Glover said 
the day after Christmas. “The 
kids have all been crying and 
they’ve all been hurt by this. 

“They were waking up 


constantly [Tuesday] night, 
and my daughter was sleeping 
with a hammer next to her in 
bed.” 

Glover said she and her 


children visited her brother- 
in-law’s home Christmas Eve. 
When they returned, she 
noticed that her cell phone,

Cops chase 
down escaped

Christmas Day 

Pair of porkers returned 
to poke nearThoroughbred Estates

Forget chasing criminals. 

On Christmas Day, nearly a half-dozen 
police offers spent the better part of an 
hour chasing two pigs around Thorough¬ 
bred Estates, a housing development on 
North Main Street. 

Officer Jeremy Cornish of the Lawrence¬ 
burg Police Department said he and other 
officers with the Kentucky State Police 
and Anderson County Sheriff’s Office were 
involved in tracking down two pigs that 
had escaped from a pen at the end of Walk¬ 
er Lane near Peachtree Estates. 

“Someone called dispatch and com¬ 
plained about pigs being in the roadway,” 
Cornish said the following day. 

Joining Cornish in the chase were city 
officers Shawn Wells and Clay Crouch 
along with Trooper Jason Briscoe and Depu¬ 
ty Tony Likens, Cornish said. 

“We chased them on foot and with cruis¬ 
ers from Secretariat Drive back to the end 
of Walker Lane,” Cornish said, adding that 
he had never spent a Christmas Day chas¬ 
ing pigs before. 

“The pigs made it back home safe and 
are back in their pen,” he said. 

No charges were filed against the pigs or 
their owner, Cornish said.

for recyding building rejected by fiscal court 



Lowest bid more than double 
amount previously approved

The Anderson County Fiscal Court 
received what amounted to a lump of 
coal in its Christmas stocking when 
bids for its new recycling center proved 
to be at least double the amount it pre¬ 


viously approved to spend. 

Bids for the proposed $325,000 build¬ 
ing were opened during a special called 
meeting Thursday morning. The low¬ 
est bid of four came from Smith Con¬ 
tracting, Inc., for $667,000. 

Each of the other bids were over 
$700,000, the highest being from the 
Walker Company for $779,000. 

The amounts seemed to come as a 
surprise to magistrates, who voted to 
unanimously reject the bids. 


“What do we do now?” asked Magis¬ 
trate David Ruggles. 

Larry Cann, owner of Cann-Tech, 
was hired by the fiscal court to design 
the building. He said he would meet 
with the four firms that submitted 
bids. 

“I’ll talk to them and see if there was 
something they misread or missed,” he 
said. 

Ruggles asked if the bids were bro¬ 
ken down by item, but Cann said they 


are lump totals. He did say that the 
bulk of the cost is likely for concrete, 
which is needed to build a large retain¬ 
ing wall for the recycling building that 
will be located near the county high¬ 
way facility on Versailles Road. 

The fiscal court spent the better 
part of the past year wrangling over its 
recycling program before ultimately 
opting to spend up to $325,000 on a

No. 1: Thousands mourn death of Marie Garmon 


Fundraisers help parents of teen killed in wreck; husband charged in wife's murder

Several deaths, including one mur¬ 
der, hit Anderson County particularly 
hard in 2012, but none worse than the 
loss of Marie Garmon, 

43, a mom and hospice 
nurse who died after 
being struck head-on by 
a dump truck in Septem¬ 
ber on Versailles Road. 

In what was described 
by a funeral director as 
one of the largest turn¬ 
outs he’d even seen, an 
estimated 4,000 people paid their last 
respects to Garmon before she was laid 
to rest in Lawrenceburg Cemetery 
“There were people waiting in line for 
over two hours,” said Brian Ritchie of 
Ritchie & Peach Funeral Home. “The 
line went from the front of the church 
down South Main, and there were cars 
parked everywhere.” 

Christy Jane Hurst, Marie’s cousin, said 
the large crowd didn’t surprise her. 

“She sparkled and shined a little more 
than the rest of us,” Hurst said. “People 
were just drawn to her because she was 
such a good friend.” 

“It was amazing,” said Deede Byrne, 
chief clinical officer for Hospice of the 


Bluegrass, where Garmon worked as a 
nurse. “It was a huge testament to the 
impact that Marie and her family have 
made on the community.” 

Garmon’s death remains under 
investigation by the Kentucky State 
Police, and prompted Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway to insist that 
the speed limit on Versailles Road 
be reduced to 45 mph due to several 
recent fatal accidents. 

No decision has been reached on 
Conway’s request and remains under 
consideration by the state’s transporta¬ 
tion cabinet. 

Teen killed in wreck 

Cody Ramsey, 17, was pronounced 
dead at the scene when the mini-van 
he was driving struck a 
tree on US 62 while he 
was traveling home from 
his part-time job in the 
county park. 

His coworkers orga¬ 
nized a benefit at 
Edwardo’s Pizza, and the 
Kentucky Truck Tuggers 
held a benefit to help his 
family pay for his burial. 

Terri Ramsey sat in amazement 


Monday night as dozens of people 
filled Edwardo’s Pizza to show how 
much they cared about the son she and 
her husband, Gerald, lost earlier this 
month in a car wreck. 

“We are astonished there are so many 
people,” she said. “We loved Cody, but 
we didn’t know so many other people 
loved Cody, too,” said his mother, Terri 
Ramsey. 

Husband charged with murdering wife 

A Ballard Road man was charged 
with shooting his wife to death in 
March before apparently shooting 
himself in the head. 

Modena Sutton Bran¬ 
son, 50, was murdered and 
police charged her hus¬ 
band, Timothy Branson, 
with doing so. 

Branson survived what 
police called a self-inflict¬ 
ed gunshot wound and is 
scheduled to stand trail in 
February. 

After allegedly murdering his wife, 
police said Branson then pointed a 
loaded firearm at one of his wife’s 
daughters and her daughter’s son. 


Noted attorney passes 

Walter Patrick, 85, passed away in 
February. 

Patrick was a renowned attorney 
in Anderson County for 
more than 50 years, and 
served his country and 
community in numerous 
civic and legal capacities. 

Patrick, a long-time 
member of First Chris¬ 
tian Church, served as an 
attorney for both the city Patrick 
and the board of educa¬ 
tion for many years. 

During the year before his death, he 
was instrumental in an effort to unify 
city and county government, an idea 
that was ultimately rejected by the 
city council and stalled in fiscal court. 

Patrick also served in a variety of 
civic capacities, including announcer 
for the annual Lawrenceburg Horse 
Show for 35 years, manager of the 
Horse Show for several years, and Com¬ 
mander of Anderson Post 34, American 
Legion. 

He further served as Chairman of the 
Anderson County Democratic Party, 
1980-1988. 

Patrick founded the Anderson County 
Scholarship Fund in 1977, and served as 
its administrator through the time of 
his death.

No. 2: Wild Turkey, Four Roses sink millions into improvements

The increased popularity of bourbon 
across globe was good news for Anderson 
County as both of its distilleries sunk mil¬ 
lions into expanded facilities. 

Wild Turkey made the biggest splash by 
announcing in February that bottling its 
world-famous brand would return to Law¬ 
renceburg after leaving in 2006. 

The distillery’s $44 million bottling 
plant remains under construction and is 
expected to provide around 60 new jobs. 

Then in August, Wild Turkey broke 
ground on a new $4 million visitor center 
which will be perched atop Wild Turkey 
hill and overlook the Kentucky River. 

Those investments, coupled with a $50 
million still the year before, brings Wild 
Turkey’s recent investments to nearly 
$100,000 million since the brand was pur¬ 
chased several years ago by Campari. 

Four Roses also got into the act by 
unveiling its own new multi-million dollar 
visitor center. 

CEO Hideki Horiguchi said in 2004, Four 
Roses Distillery attracted only 1,000 visi¬ 
tors. This year, however, the distillery will 
be anticipating more than 50,000 tourists 
walking through its doors. 

“This visitor center will literally be a 
foundation in success... for years to come,” 
Horiguchi, who added the distillery has 
grown by 35 percent every year since 2004, 
said.

building that will be used to 
house recycling equipment 
and as a location to empty 
recycling bins. 


That building was origi¬ 
nally expected to cost around 
$78,000, but that price tag 
swelled when magistrates 
examined recycling centers in 
other counties and looked for 
ways to save on labor costs. 

Even when the cost soared 


to $325,000, Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway said he 
hoped the building would 
actually cost closer to $275,000 
once bids were actually solic¬ 
ited. 

The fiscal court has already 
spent at least $4,000 to move 


water and gas lines for the 
building, which was not part 
of the original plan, along 
$19,000 to pay for the build¬ 
ing’s design. The building 
would also require a septic 
system. 

Conway said he would not 


support spending more than 
the $325,000 already approved 
by the fiscal court, and that it 
the building will likely need 
to be rebid.

$20 in cash and gold 
chain she had on the 
kitchen table was miss¬ 
ing. 

“I thought I was losing 
my mind,” she said, add¬ 
ing that the cell phone 
contained three years 
of photos, including one 
of her daughters being 
baptized and another 
of her son placing the 
first shovel of dirt on his 
father’s grave. 

It wasn’t until her 
children had already 
opened some presents 
Christmas morning that 


she realized that her 
home had been burgled 
the night before. 

“I let the kids open 
some presents, but I was 
trying to do something 
special for them,” she 
said. “I had a pair of dia¬ 
mond earrings for the 
girls and a silver chain 
for Anthony Jr. 

“When I went to my 
top dresser drawer to 
get them, they were all 
gone.” 

Glover said she knew 
the items were there 
because she had seen 
them in that drawer the 
night before. 

“I was in my bedroom 
for 15 minutes. I tore it 
apart,” she said. 


“At first I thought 
I was just going crazy, 
but I knew those gifts 
were in there because I 
opened the drawer the 
night before to get my 
bank card.” 

Distraught, Glover 
was forced to tell her 
children what happened. 

“I had to sit them 


Local news 
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down and explain to 
them that more stuff 
was missing,” Glover 
said, including her son’s 
PSP video game. “They 
were all bawling and I 
just told them that I was 
going to the police sta¬ 
tion,” Glover said. 

Officer Jeremy Cor¬ 
nish of the Lawrence¬ 


burg Police Department 
confirmed he is investi¬ 
gating the case. He said 
that someone would 
steal presents from chil¬ 
dren on Christmas Eve is 
“a shame.” 

Of all the items, Glov¬ 
er said the cell phone 
is the one that hurts 
the most because of the 


photos and videos it con¬ 
tained. 

“I had that cell phone 
for three years. The pho¬ 
tos and videos on it can¬ 
not be replaced,” she said. 
“I’d really like to have 
that back.”

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No. 3: Fiscal court votes to ban synthetic marijuana

The Anderson County Fiscal Court 
ignored a group lobbying to keep synthet¬ 
ic marijuana legal and voted in January to 
make possessing or selling the controver¬ 
sial substance illegal. 

In what turned out to the year’s most 
outrageous quotes, one person arguing in 
favor of the substance during a public 
hearing said the fiscal court doesn’t have 
the right to tell users what they can and 
cannot do. 

“If someone wants to sit in their living 
room and have sex with chickens, they 
should be able to do that,” he said. 

Craig Vaughn, owner of a store called 
Herbal Awakenings, vigorously argued 
in favor of keeping the substance legal. 

He said the substance, which is marketed 
as potpourri, includes a label that warns 
against human consumption and that 
he doesn’t encourage those who buy it to 
smoke it. 

That didn’t sit well with police officers 
who packed the public hearing, including 


Det. Bryan Taylor of the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Toward the end of the public hearing, 
Taylor recalled entering Vaughn’s store 
while working undercover. 

“I visited Mr. Vaughn’s store last year 
and asked if he had synthetic marijuana,” 
Taylor said. 

“He gave me a package, and I also pur¬ 
chased a pipe. 

“I asked him if it would get me high, 
and he said, ‘Yes, it will.’ 

“I asked him if it is better than [a simi¬ 
lar substance] I purchased up the street, 
and he said the high lasts about 15 min¬ 
utes longer. 

“I’ve heard about enough of his false¬ 
hoods.” 

The substance was banned by a unani¬ 
mous vote, but Vaughn apparently kept 
selling it and was arrested a couple of 
months later for violating the ordinance. 

His case remains open and he is sched¬ 
uled to go to trial this month in Anderson 
District Court.

No. 4: War rages on 
between city, county

It’s a safe bet that 
2012 will go down in 
Anderson County his¬ 
tory as one of the most 
contentious on record 
between county and 
city gov¬ 
ernment. 

From 
parking 
signs to 
solid waste 
grants to 
unified 
govern¬ 
ment to 
water bills, the past year 
was pockmarked with 
all manner of disagree¬ 
ments between Mayor 
Edwinna Baker and 
Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway’s offices. 

Already at logger- 
heads over the idea of 
merging, the city fired a 
shot across the county’s 
bow in April when it 
changed policy and 
forced the fiscal court to 
start paying for water in 
Anderson Community 
Park. 

The county fired 
back a couple of months 
later when the judge- 
executive refused to 
give the city its $5,000 
share of a solid waste 
grant after the city for¬ 
got to apply for the state 
funds — the second time 
it failed to do so in as 
many years. 

Not to be outdone, 
the city council ordered 
the judge-executive to 


remove reserved park¬ 
ing signs for himself, 
district and circuit court 
judges and a host of 
other county officials 
from Ollie Bowen Drive, 
a small street next to the 
county 
court¬ 
house. 

The 
judge- 
executive 
obliged 
and 

added to 
the signs 
removed a pair of handi¬ 
capped parking signs 
that were mounted on 
county property along 
the street. 

The judge-executive 
then wrote a letter to 
the city council, asking 
that the street be deeded 
over to the county. 

The answer from 
the city council was a 
resounding no, which 
prompted the judge- 
executive in December 
to reinstall his own 
reserved parking sign on 
the street. 

That angered at least 
one city councilman, 
who called the sign 
illegal and claimed the 
judge-executive was 
encroaching on city 
property. 

The judge-executive 
said last week that he 
has since taken down 
the sign, saying he did so 
“as an act of goodwill.”

No. 5: Two graduating seniors selected 
for United States Air Force Academy

Former prom dates and 
Anderson County High School 
classmates Victoria Yeaste and 
Matt Sprague both received well- 
deserved and extremely competi¬ 
tive appointments last May to the 
United States Air Force Academy. 

More than 12,000 students 
across the country applied and 
only 1,033 applicants were accept¬ 
ed to attend the Air Force acad¬ 
emy, located in Colorado Springs, 
Colo., according to a news release. 

During a ceremony a few weeks 
before Yeaste and Sprague’s gradu¬ 
ation in May 2012, former Con¬ 
gressman Ben Chandler officially 
extended the students’ appoint¬ 
ments to the academy. 

“The military has always been 
a big part of my family,” Sprague 
said in an interview with The 
Anderson News after learning 
about his appointment to the 
academy. “My grandfathers were 
in the service (both were in the 
Army and a great-grandfather 
served in the Navy). My father 
enlisted in the Air Force. I was 
looking at careers in the military 
and decided that the Air Force was 
the branch I wanted to go to.” 

Every cadet receives the 
equivalent of an all-expenses paid 
grant worth more than $400,000 
to the Air Force Academy. Cadets 
can refuse the grant at any time 
during their first two years at 
the academy, according to The 
Anderson News. After graduation, 
however, students are expected to 
fulfill a five-year commitment 
with the Air Force. 

Back in May 2012, Yeaste 
expressed a desire to become a 
cargo pilot and Sprague said he 
wanted to study engineering and

become a fighter pilot.

Bad-tasting medicine 
best recycling solution 

T he $125,000 recycling grant the fiscal court got from the 
state last year could prove to be the most expensive “free” 
money Anderson County has ever received. 

Like cash from a loan shark, that grant came with some 
mighty big strings attached, including that the coun¬ 
ty construct a recycling building. 

That building has become genuine nightmare for 
the fiscal court, which on Thursday rejected four 
bids — the lowest coming in at more than double the 
$325,000 magistrates voted to spend to have it built. 

The building was originally expected to cost 
around $78,000. Upon further review, it was deter¬ 
mined that a $325,000 building would be a better deal 
because it would drastically reduce labor costs and 
pay for itself in short order. 

But when bids for the building were opened dur¬ 
ing a special-called meeting Thursday morning, the 
lowest was for just short of $670,000; the highest 
nearly $780,000. 

Let that soak in for a moment. A building that was 
originally planned to cost $78,000 is now up to $670,000, a whop¬ 
ping 750 percent increase. 

The fiscal court had no choice but to reject all bids, leaving 
Magistrate David Ruggles to say, “What do we do now?” 

Good question. 

Magistrates have already spent 
$4,000 on moving gas and water 
lines and $19,000 more for engi¬ 
neering and design fees. To make 
its recycling plan work, they will 
also have to spend thousands more 
to install septic service, along with 
tens of thousands of dollars on 
additional equipment such as truck 
scales, a machine to bale tin cans 
and lord only knows what else. 

Were it to decide now to scrap 
the entire program and continue 
with its current recycling plan, not 
only would the above money have 
been wasted, the fiscal court would also be required to repay the 
$125,000 grant to the state — money it has already spent on recy¬ 
cling bins, a skid-steer loader and other items. 

What’s worse is that reneging on a grant, we’re told, would give 
Anderson County a black mark on its record and jeopardize its 
ability to obtain state grants in the future. 

Loan sharks, indeed. 

Of course the fiscal court could scale back the building, but 
doing so would require at least several additional employees and 
jack up the county’s payroll for years to come, which is the exact 
opposite of what the new building was supposed to do. 

This didn’t have to happen. Had the fiscal court listened to 
Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway and Ruggles and instituted 
mandatory recycling and trash collection, taxpayers now on the 
hook for a program that is edging toward $1 million could have 
instead had their waste products picked up and properly disposed 
of privately. That cost? About $2 a month more than they were 
already paying for trash service. 

What’s more, hundreds of thousands of tons of trash now being 
stuffed into our nearby landfill would instead be recycled, which 
in actuality was the fiscal court’s intention all along. 

Instead, taxpayers are staring straight down the barrel of pay¬ 
ing in perpetuity for a measly $125,000 in “free money” — a colos¬ 
sal waste of tax dollars that are desperately needed elsewhere in 
Anderson County. 

It is said that a done bun can’t be undone, but that doesn’t 
mean you leave it in the oven to burn. As difficult a pill as it 
would be to swallow, perhaps the best bet now is to pull the plug 
on this entire scheme, help protect the environment by mandat¬ 
ing recycling, return the state’s money and recoup as much of it 
as possible by selling the recycling equipment already purchased. 

Yes that medicine would taste terrible, but oftentimes the med¬ 
icine that tastes the worst does the most good.

Treasury is pi 

W ith holiday bills 

mounting, many of 
us wish we could 
find money we lost, forgot 
about or didn’t know we 
had. Finding 
lost valuables, 
such as insur¬ 
ance policies 
and unclaimed 
money or prop¬ 
erty, is easier 
than you might 
think. 

The Kentucky 
State Treasury 
has more than 
$150 million in 
unclaimed prop¬ 
erty and money. 

Banks, insurance companies 
and other financial entities 
turn this money over to the 
treasury when they cannot 
locate the owners. You can 
search for any unclaimed 
valuables on the Kentucky 
State Treasury’s website, 
http://www.kytreasury.com/. 
The website has informa¬ 
tion about how to claim any 
lost property that you may 
find. If you don’t have Inter¬ 
net access, you can request 
a search by contacting the 
treasury at 800-465-4722. 

If you think you may 
have unclaimed valuables 
in another state or have an 


ace to look for owed money 


unclaimed tax refund from 
the federal government, you 
can search for that money 
on either http://missing- 
money.com or http://www. 
unclaimed.org. These free 
sites can connect you with 
the state and national orga¬ 
nizations holding unclaimed 
property. 

Insurance companies 
often have many unclaimed 
life insurance policies 
because the beneficiaries 
do not know they exist. 
Insurance companies are 
not obligated to turn this 
money over to a government 
agency unless they know 
the policyholder is deceased. 
Unfortunately, no national 
database exists to keep track 
of unclaimed life insurance 
policies. 

You can find out about 
whether you’re listed as a 
beneficiary on a life insur¬ 
ance policy by going through 
the deceased person’s paper¬ 
work to look for any insur¬ 
ance policies or transactions, 
such as a statement, bill or 
interest paid on a recent tax 
return. 

Speak with the deceased 
person’s financial advisers 
and current employers to 
determine if they had any 
knowledge of any life insur¬ 


ance policies that the person 
may have had. Check the 
deceased individual’s mail 
for up to a year for any poli¬ 
cy statement or bill. 

Whether you decide to 
look for lost property or not, 
you may be contacted by 
someone who wants to help 
you find lost money for a 
fee or a percentage of the 
lost property. These “money 
finders” are not illegal, but 
the services they provide are 
things you can find on your 
own for free with just a little 
effort and time. 

I searched the sites and 
found my name several 
times. 

Unfortunately, the loca¬ 
tions listed were not an exact 
match so I don’t have any 
missing money. I hope you 
have better luck.

Question the logic of so-called fiscal cliff 


mericans are told that 
they face a “fiscal 
cliff” if 

automatic feder¬ 
al spending cuts 
and tax increases 
occur at the end 
of 2012. I’m not 
in favor of jump¬ 
ing off a cliff, 
but the logic of 
the supposed 
threat needs to 
be questioned. 

The fiscal- 
cliff narrative 
assumes that 
spending cuts are bad for 


the economy. It follows, 
then, that more spending 
(and therefore more govern¬ 
ment debt) are good for the 
economy. 

Didn’t we try that with 
President Obama’s trillion- 
dollar deficit-spending spree? 
You remember the stimulus 
- the one that created or 
“saved” American jobs at a 
cost of $400,000 per job. The 
one that left the unemploy¬ 
ment rate over 8% for 43 
consecutive months, the 
longest span since the Great 
Depression. 

So is it good for the federal 


government to borrow more 
and spend more, or is it good 
for the economy to spend 
less and borrow less? These 
questions might need to be 
addressed before we wring 
our hands in despair at the 
possible fiscal cliff. 

Now let’s consider the 
assumption that raising taxes 
could lead to “taxmagge- 
don.” The implication here 
is that raising taxes - that is, 
extracting and confiscating 
more income from workers 
and businesses - is harmful

Three suspects now 
wait to stand trial in 
Anderson Circuit Court 
after being charged 
with tying up a 3-year- 
old Lawrenceburg girl 
for up to 16 hours a day 

Grandmother Caro¬ 
lyn Case and parents 
Rebecca and Herbert 
Medley are scheduled to 
stand trial Feb. 25-27 for 
charges brought against 
them in September 2012 
following an investiga¬ 
tion by Kentucky state 
police and social ser¬ 
vices. 

According to circuit 
court documents, the 
3-year-old daughter of 
the Medleys was tied 
up — using a curtain 
sash and large horse col¬ 
lar safety pin — to a bed 
at her grandmother’s 
residence at 1024 Terri 
Lane from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. each day, and was 
also tied to the bed for a 
two-hour nap. She spent 
an additional four hours 
tied up to the bed for 
discipline, as well as tied 
up to a booster seat in a 
kitchen chair for up to 
an hour a day, according 
to documents. 

Case told investigat¬ 
ing Kentucky state 
police troopers that 
the girl “spent more 
time tied up than free” 
according to documents, 
because the three-year- 
old was “getting out of 
bed and getting into 
things,” and that she was 
trying to “get out of the 


residence when every¬ 
one was asleep.” 

The incident alleg¬ 
edly occurred from 
June 1 through Aug. 3 
when a child protective 
services worker alerted 
state police, according to 
court records. 

Case, Rebecca Medley 
and Herbert Medley, 
all previously declared 
indigent, pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of 


first-degree criminal 
child abuse. 

The Commonwealth 
Attorney’s had offered 
a plea bargain, which 
would have avoided 
a trial, but that assis¬ 
tant Commonwealth 
Attorney David Nut- 
grass had rescinded the 
offer, Case’s attorney 
Max Comley said dur¬ 
ing a court meeting in 
November.

to the economy I am easily persuaded 
of this truism. As Milton Friedman 
said, nobody spends someone else’s 
money as frugally or as wisely as they 
spend their own. 

But if raising taxes would lead us 
toward trouble, why would raising 
taxes only on some people (“the rich”) 
not have some of the same harmful 
effect? Since the top 1% of income- 
earners pay about 40% of the income 
tax, raising taxes only on the 1% still 
significantly increases the tax burden 
on the private sector. 

Any notion that it matters whom 
you tax is simply a parlor game played 
by the class-warfare crowd. There are 
only two repositories of money - the 
private sector (which efficiently dis¬ 
tributes goods) and the public sector 
(which doesn’t distribute anything 
well). No central planner possesses the 
omniscience to assign fairness. The 
only guide to fairness of distribution 
that I can imagine is the minute-by- 
minute vote of the most exacting and 
direct democracy ever known: the mar¬ 
ketplace. 

None of this is to say that we don’t 
need government or that government 
doesn’t strive to do good things. It is to 
say that government doesn’t do any¬ 
thing very well, and that government 
should be limited - confined to those 
duties that absolutely can’t or won’t be 
done by the private sector. 

When evaluating any government 
expenditure, legislators should be 
forced to acknowledge the “Bridge to 
Nowhere,” the roughly 10,000 FEMA 
trailers bought but never delivered 
to Katrina victims, and the thousands 
of pounds of ice that never made it to 
New Orleans and required a new con¬ 
tract to have someone come melt it and 
dispose of it. 

Apologists for big government say 
that we must raise taxes, that there 
simply isn’t enough spending to cut. 
Maybe these legislators ought to look at 
the $100,000 that the State Department 
spent this year to send comedians to 
spread American culture in India (part 
of a $600 million program). Or the $2.6 
million spent by the National Institutes 
of Health to teach Chinese prostitutes 
to drink responsibly. Or the $947,000 
spent by NASA studying what type of 
food we should serve on Mars. Or the 
$100 billion ($115 billion last year) that 
is improperly spent across the federal 
government each year, according to the 
White House Office of Federal Finan¬ 
cial Management. 


Many Republicans are beginning 
to cave on the tax front. Some say to 
hell with the Taxpayer Protection 
Pledge they made to voters (drafted by 
Americans for Tax Reform) not to raise 
taxes. Some say they’ll eliminate some 
undeserved loopholes. But the truth 
remains: If taking more money from 
the private sector is harmful, it doesn’t 
matter whom you tax or what form 
the revenue increase takes. Taking 
more money out of the private sector is 
injurious to economic growth. 

Where are the Republican calls 
for reducing revenue to government? 
Where are the calls for lowering taxes? 
If you want to stimulate the economy, 
leave more money in the economy. 
When Republicans give in on this 
argument, we doom not only the econ¬ 
omy but our party as well. 

Some Republicans are saying that 
if the tax rates expire, taxes will go up 
$2 trillion, so any increase in revenue 
less than $2 trillion is really a tax cut. 

I don’t think that fuzzy Washington 
math will mollify the conservative 
grass roots. 

Even for believers in wealth redistri¬ 
bution and big government, the facts 
militate against higher tax rates. As 
Stephen Moore recently pointed out on 
this page, in the 1920s, 1960s and again 
in the 1980s, lower tax rates increased 
the percentage of taxes paid by the 
wealthy And the economy grew. 

Any legislator considering capitulat¬ 
ing on the Taxpayer Protection Pledge 
should remember that revenue is down 
now because of the recession and slow 
economic growth, not because of the 
lower tax rates that have been in place 
for almost a decade. Raising revenue by 
increasing rates or ending deductions 
won’t spur the economy. It may even 
depress the meager economic growth 
we have and raise less tax revenue. 

While there is no bigger believer 
than I am in a balanced-budget amend¬ 
ment, I don’t want to balance a $5 tril¬ 
lion budget (which the Congressional 
Budget Office estimates we will have 
by 2020). 

I want to balance a budget that is 
limited in scope by the Constitution 
and limited in scope by the under¬ 
standing that the private sector is more 
efficient than the public sector. 

The Taxpayer Protection Pledge sim¬ 
ply codifies what is incontrovertibly 
true. The economy and all individuals 
in it thrive when we are allowed to 
keep more of what we earn. If Republi¬ 
cans give up on that principle, we may 
as well disband the party.

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No. 8: Old ECC building sells for $75K; 
Christian Academy finds permanent home

One school’s property on 
South Main Street became 
a private Christian acade¬ 
my’s new home in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012 with the sale of 
the former Early Childhood 
Center. 

The Anderson County 
Board of Education 
approved the purchase of 
the former Early Childhood 
Center (also the old Ander¬ 
son County High School) 
by the Christian Academy 
of Lawrenceburg during a 
special-called meeting in 
late June. 

The old ECC prop¬ 
erty which includes a 


45,500-square foot building 
and 7.5 acres, was appraised 
for about $160,000, accord¬ 
ing to Anderson News 
reports. The property sold 
for $75,100, a little less than 
half its appraised value. 

Steve Carmichael, the 
academy’s head adminis¬ 
trator, said he was thrilled 
with the purchase during 
the June 28 special-called 
meeting. 

“We’ve been praying 
for three years for land, a 
building and a sports com¬ 
plex,” said Carmichael. “It’s 
amazing how the Lord put 
the pieces together to make 
that happen.” 


The Christian Academy 
of Lawrenceburg, a private 
Christian school with about 
130 students from preschool 
to 12th grade, held a dedica¬ 
tion program in November 
to commemorate its move 
to a central location on 
Main Street. 

Constructed with a $6.2 
million, 18-year Qualified 
School Construction bond, 
the newly finished Ezra B. 
Sparrow Early Childhood 
Center offers daycare, pre¬ 
school and kindergarten 
classes previously conduct¬ 
ed at the old ECC. 

The new center, which 
broke ground for construc¬ 


tion in 2011, opened its 
doors in time for beginning 
of the 2012-2013 school year. 

The Anderson County 
Regional Training Center, 
which has been operating 
from the old ECC build¬ 
ing since 1996, will pay 
the Christian Academy a 
yearly rental fee of $12,000 
to remain at its current 
location. 

The Board of Education, 
which does not fund the 
RTC but is its fiscal agent, 
voted to approve the rental 
fee and consider a potential 
move at the beginning of 
the next fiscal year, July 
2013. 


No. 9: Health dept, reverses deficit; names director

After beginning 2012 with nearly 
$200,000 in operating deficits and a 
strained relationship with the Ander¬ 
son County community 
over spending habits, 
the Anderson County 
Board of Health ended 
the year with a profit¬ 
able health department 
and a new health direc¬ 
tor. 

After the health 
board had spent nearly 
all of its cash reserve funds to prevent 
massive layoffs or a tax hike, former 
health director Hurley was placed 
on probation and had his position 
reduced to part-time status in 2011. 

The new year presented changes in 


leadership when Hurley resigned as 
Anderson County health director in 
February and Harold Todd replaced 
Andrew Bustin as health board chair¬ 
man. 

In March of 2012 the health board 
approved nearly $155,000 in payroll 
cuts, including $35,000 in program, 
utility and other savings, to go in 
effect in July in order to balance the 
department’s hemorrhaging budget. 

At the end of 2012, the health 
department’s budget was back in the 
black, with department programs 
such as HANDS and WIC reporting 
tremendous positive earnings. 

According to public records 
obtained by The Anderson News, the 
Anderson County Health Department 
reported a revenue of $46,500 to end 


the fiscal year. 

Former Environmental Director 
Tim Wright, who served as an interim 
health director for 10 months after 
Hurley resigned in February, was 
recently named to the position of 
health director by the health board 
on Dec. 20. 

Wright thanked the health board 
and community members for their 
support, but said his goals for the 
health department haven’t changed 
now that his title has. 

“My first goal, as always, is to take 
care of the 21,000 citizens of Ander¬ 
son County,” Wright said during the 
Dec. 20 meeting. “Second is to take 
care of the 17 employees of the health 
department and, third, to make sure 
we end up in the black every year.”

No. 10: Raw sewage latest assault on Wildcat Road

It took two days for vol¬ 
unteers to remove 15 tons 
of trash from Wildcat Road 
in May, and mere minutes 
for two suspects to dump 
1,500 gallons of raw sewage 
over its banks in December. 

Located in a remote area 
between Tyrone and String- 
town, Wildcat Road is con¬ 
sidered one of the county’s 
most scenic areas and one 
of its biggest eyesores. 

Disgusted at the amount 
of junk ranging from 
household trash to hot tubs 
that had been dumped into 
the ravine that rims the 
narrow section of gravel 
road, volunteers gathered 
in May and filled a dump 
truck eight times with 
trash. 

The dumping, which has 
been going on for decades, 
frustrated Magistrate 
David Ruggles to the point 
where the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court debated 
closing the gravel portion 
of the road before deciding 
to keep it open and install 
surveillance cameras. 

By December, though, 
trash had again accumu¬ 
lated and, to add insult to 
injury, two men allegedly 
dumped a load of raw sew¬ 
age into the ravine before 
being caught by the police. 

That case remains 
under investigation by the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office along with state and 
federal authorities, but no 
charges have been filed.

to second-degree wanton endangerment, 
a class A misdemeanor. 

Chesser was also charged with fleeing the 
scene of an accident, according to Ander¬ 
son News reports. 

The aftermath of the accident was 
caught on tape by a Lexington television 
station, which did not identify Lucas at 
the time. 

Footage showed Lucas, who was off 
duty at the time, standing alongside US 
127, then being administered a test to 
measure his breath for alcohol. 

Although the accident was in Franklin 
County, that test was shown being admin¬ 
istered by Lawrenceburg Police officer 
Les Vogt, who was called to the scene. 

The Anderson News saw the footage of 
Lucas and contacted the Franklin County 
Sheriff’s Office and Lawrenceburg Mayor 
Edwinna Baker for more information. 

The following day, Baker told The 
Anderson News that Lucas had already 
turned in his resignation and that an 
internal investigation into the matter was 
closed. 

Current police chief Chris Atkins, 
then Lt. Atkins, said in a Feb. 19 Ander¬ 
son News article that the purpose of the 
breath test administered by a Lawrence¬ 
burg officer was part of that investiga¬ 
tion, and that Lucas failed the test. 
According to police reports, witnesses 
said they heard Lucas tell Chesser to 
run immediately following the accident, 
which Lucas denied. 

When police arrived, they found 
Lucas on private property behind a 
fence. According to a report, he first told 
them he did not know the identity of the 
woman driving the van, and later gave 
them another woman’s name. 

It wasn’t until later that he revealed 
Chesser’s name.

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Leads come up empty in Waddy werewolf' attacks 


Autopsy called 
off, pack of dogs 
rumored

The planned autopsy 
on a calf that was one 
of the mysteriously 
attacked animals in 
Waddy has been can¬ 
celled. 

Tony Carriss, the 
magistrate for District 6 
who has helped gather 
information and lead an 
investigation into the 
attacks, said he went to 
look at Robert Green’s 
calf just before noon on 
Tuesday, but another 


animal had attacked it 
since its death on Sun¬ 
day 

“It was left out in 
front of a barn, and 
something - a dog or 
coyote or raccoon or 
something - got a hold 
of it on the jaw where it 
had been attacked the 
first time and just ripped 
it off,” Carriss said. “It 
could have been any¬ 
thing, but I didn’t really 
see any point in sending 
it for an autopsy if some¬ 
thing else had gotten a 
hold of it.” 

So the search remains 
for the animal or ani¬ 
mals responsible for 
attacking several goats 
and calves in the Waddy 
area, primarily on Ditto 


Road. Between Nov. 30 
and Dec. 6 attacks at sev¬ 
eral different locations 
have resulted in at least 
five goats being eutha¬ 
nized and now one calf 
dying because of their 
wounds. 

The attacks have 
focused on the faces of 
the animals, including 
ears and tongues being 
ripped off. 

A meeting with 
residents Monday at the 
Waddy Ruritan Club 
left most in attendance 
believing the attacks 
were the work of one or 
more dogs. And specula¬ 
tion is that either know¬ 
ingly or not, the dog has 
been put away or put 
down by its owner. There 


has not been an attack 
reported since Dec. 6. 

However, Carriss said 
the opportunity for 
autopsy still stands. 

“If there is another 
- and I hope we don’t 
have another one - but 
if there is, we’ll have an 
autopsy done,” Carriss 
said. 

He also added that 
some of the other ani¬ 
mals that were attacked 
are doing well and look 
to be recovering. 

“We have told people, 
though, that if they do 
take a turn for the worse 
or start to get sick, to let 
us know immediately,” 
he said. “We need to 
know if something turns 
out to be sick or if it has 


rabies or anything.” 

Although the autopsy 
opportunity came up 
short, Carriss said there 
was another possible 
lead. 

“We did get a call 
yesterday saying there’s 
a pack of dogs running 
around on the Anderson 
County line, and that 
they were tearing up a 
deer,” he said. 

However, Bradley 
King, the animal shelter 
supervisor, Thursday 
said that search also 
came up empty. 

“There was a sighting 
of a pack of dogs that 
had a young deer cor¬ 
nered, but by the time 
we got out there, they 
were gone, and there was 


no deer,” he said. “We did 
get a description. They 
said the color scheme 
of the dogs, black with 
brown, looked like they 
could be in relation to a 
Rottweiler.” 

King added that if a 
pack of wild dogs is in 
the area, they wouldn’t 
stay in the same place 
long. 

“If it is wild dogs, they 
move around quite a bit, 
and it’ll be tough to track 
them,” he said. 

But Carriss said the 
community efforts 
would help. 

“The good thing is we 
have a lot more people 
and lot more cameras 
watching now,” Carriss 
said. 


Appeals court upholds ruling in Waddy man’s penis amputation case 


Philip Seaton's attorney 
says penis case is not over

A Waddy man who lost a 
battle in the state Court of 
Appeals on Friday may not be 
giving up his fight to have his 
doctor held accountable for 
amputating his penis. 

The attorney for Phillip 
Seaton said Wednesday that 
he may go to the Kentucky 
Supreme Court, if necessary, to 
seek relief against Dr. John Pat¬ 
terson of Frankfort, who twice 
has been vindicated for decid¬ 
ing to amputate Seaton’s penis 
during a circumcision in 2007. 

The appeals court ruled by 
a 2-1 majority that a Shelby 
County Circuit Court jury 
was correct in 2011 when it 
decided unanimously that Pat¬ 
terson acted appropriately to 
amputate the organ during a 
procedure at Jewish Hospital 
Shelbyville. 

“It’s a disappointment,” 


Seaton’s attorney, Kevin 
George, said of the court’s rul¬ 
ing, adding that he plans to 
pursue the matter further, 
either at the appellate court 
level or in the supreme court. 
That has not been decided yet, 
he said. 

Patterson was perform¬ 
ing a circumcision on Seaton 
because of an infected fore¬ 
skin, but when he found can¬ 
cer, Patterson, who is employed 
at Commonwealth Urology in 
Frankfort, amputated instead. 

George had argued that 
Seaton had expected a simple 
circumcision and did not give 
Patterson permission to ampu¬ 
tate and thus was robbed of 
his opportunity to get a second 
opinion. He also argued that 
the jury’s verdict was ques¬ 
tionable, either because the 
instructions the jury received 
were not sufficiently specific 
or that the verdict was faulty. 

Court of Appeals Judges 
Janet Stumbo and Donna 
Dixon supported the circuit 
court’s decision, and Judge 


Michael Caperton opposed. 

In the court’s opinion, Stum¬ 
bo, the ruling judge, wrote “we 
conclude that the jury prop¬ 
erly determined that Dr. Pat¬ 
terson had consent to perform 
a partial penectomy and find 
no error.” 

Stumbo wrote that she 
agreed with Patterson’s con¬ 
tention that if he had not 
removed Seaton’s cancerous 
penis, it would have proven 
fatal to him in the future. 

“This in our view, properly 
characterizes the removal of 
the tumor as necessary and 
proper,” she wrote. 

One point of contention is 
whether Patterson could have 
halted the procedure without 
serious medical consequences, 
a point that George brought up 
during the trial. But Patterson 
said he could not have inserted 
a catheter to allow Seaton to 
urinate if he had not removed 
the cancerous tissue. 

“He also opined that serious 
complications and additional 
surgery could result if he did 


not insert the catheter,” Stum¬ 
bo wrote. 

As for the jury’s verdict, 
Stumbo wrote, “We cannot 
conclude that the verdict was 
palpably or flagrantly against 
the evidence.” 

Stumbo said it was clear 
that Seaton, who had testified 
that he could not read or write 
well, had signed a consent 
form that allowed Patterson 
to go forward with any unex¬ 
pected procedures that were 
required. 

“We find no error on this 
issue,” she wrote. 

This suit originally had 
included JHS and Seaton’s 
anesthesiologist, Dr. Oliver 
James, but those complaints 
were settled before the trial 
began. Details have not been 
disclosed. 

There are two options open 
to the Seatons, either to ask the 
court of appeals to reconsider 
its decision or to file a motion 
with the Kentucky Supreme 
Court for discretionary review. 
The Seatons would have 20 


days to do the former and 30 
days to file a motion with the 
supreme court. 

George said he and the 
Seatons feel they shouldn’t let 
the matter drop because it has 
wider implications than just 
this single case. 

“We are going to continue 
to pursue the matter because 
we believe this decision acts 
to take away the doctrine of 
informed consent,” George 
said. “Any patient that goes to 
the hospital for any surgery 
would be subject to having the 
doctor do whatever the doc¬ 
tor decides to do during the 
surgery. 

“And for that reason we 
believe it’s very important for 
every patient in Kentucky that 
this decision be reversed.” 

Clay Robinson, a Lexington- 
based attorney for Patterson, 
did not return a phone call 
from The Sentinel-News, and 
someone answering the phone 
in his office said he would be 
away for the remainder of the 
week.

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Think you're a 'decent' Christian? 


Editor’s note: This column was origi¬ 
nally published in The Anderson News 
on Jan. 18, 2012. Thompson’s regu¬ 
lar church column will be back next 
Wednesday. 

I f we as Christians 
go to church every 
Sunday try not to 
do bad things and per¬ 
haps even tithe, aren’t 
we pretty much on 
the path of salvation? 

Those are pretty 
much the things we 
are called to do, right? 

That’s plenty good for 
God’s standards, right? 

Well, those things 
may be important, however, 
are you actively and personally 
attempting to spread the word of 
God to others and the world? If 
not, maybe you should consider 
actually following the last words 
of Christ. Matthew 28:19-20: 
“Therefore go and make disciples 


of all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Spirit, and 
teaching them to obey everything 
I have commanded you.” 

In David Platt’s book, “Radi¬ 
cal,” he describes modern day 
Christians as follows: “We live 
decent lives in decent homes with 
decent jobs and decent families 
and decent citizens. We are decent 
church members with little more 
impact on the world than we had 
before we were saved. 

“Though thousands may join 
us, ultimately we have turned a 
deaf ear to billions who haven’t 
even heard his name.” 

Ouch! That is harsh but is it not 
very accurate? David Platt also 
described believers as, “People 
who are fit, and free, to do precise¬ 
ly what Jesus told us to do!”

Trying to come up with 
a list of the top Anderson 
County sports stories of 2012 
is not an easy proposition for 
several reasons. 

First, the county is, for 
the most part, only home to 
scholastic sports. Second, no 
Anderson County team had 
a mega-season, as had been 
the case every year since 
2007, when at least one local 
team vastly exceeded expec¬ 
tations or earned a berth in 
the Kentucky state tourna¬ 
ment. 

Or both. 

The year that ended 
Monday was one that saw 
a lot of Anderson County 
teams have very good years, 
but not the eye-poppers to 
remember. 

It is also difficult because 
the county’s sports alle¬ 
giances are dominated by 
the University of Kentucky 
Wildcats. If you doubt that, 
compare the crowds at local 
high school games on the 
nights when they are being 
played at the same time UK 
basketball is on TV with 
other home dates. 

To a much lesser extent, 
there is also a strong local 
following for the Cincinnati 
Reds, Major League Base¬ 
ball’s oldest franchise. Do we 
count the Wildcats and Reds 
as part of the local sports 
scene? We believe you do. 

The stories picked are 
certainly not the only 
noteworthy happenings in 
Anderson County and they 
are selected on the basis of 
mass impact of the accom¬ 
plishment. 

So with that, here are the 
picks for Anderson County’s 
five top sports stories of 
2012. 

1.UK wins NCAA 
basketball championship 

John Calipari arrived in 
Lexington in 2009 with a 
charge to return a reeling, 
once-proud basketball pro¬ 
gram to the top after seeing 
the Wildcats go through 
a perceived decline since 
winning its last national 


championship in 1998. The 
Wildcats had not been bad, 
routinely winning 20 games 
a year, but college basket¬ 
ball’s winningest program 
had not made a return to the 
Final Four since. It was the 
longest drought in the pro¬ 
gram’s history and things hit 
rock bottom in a two-year 
fiasco under former coach 
Billy Gillispie. 

Calipari immediately 
turned things around, but 
his first two teams fell short 
of college basketball’s big¬ 
gest prize. Critics pointed to 
the fact that his teams were 
often loaded with fresh¬ 
men - “one-and-dones” they 
call them - who would win 
many games but could not 
win a 68-team, single-elim¬ 
ination tournament when 
experience and veteran play 
would be at a premium. 

Kentucky started three 
extraordinary freshmen and 
two talented sophomores, 


but the glue of the team 
might have been the most 
unsung, senior Darius Miller, 
of Maysville. 

But the Wildcats stum¬ 
bled just twice before the 
tournament version of the 
one-and-done, then won 
all six tournament games 
comfortably for the school’s 
eighth national basketball 
championship. 

Anderson County cel¬ 
ebrated accordingly. 

2.Little League advances 
to state semi-finals 

Anderson County had 
put together some strong 
Little League all-star teams 
over the years, but had often 
come up a hit or a putout 
away from winning a dis¬ 
trict crown. 

With right-hander Luke 
Dowell shutting down Mer¬ 
cer County and a batting 
order that pounded the ball 


in the championship, Ander¬ 
son County finally took the 
district title 10 years after 
the world’s largest youth 
sports organization returned 
to Lawrenceburg. 

The local team spent a 
week deep in the mountains 
at Prestonsburg, but eventu¬ 
ally fell in the state semi¬ 
finals to Warren South, the 
eventual state champion. 

3. Reds win NL Central 

It happened 100 miles 
north of Lawrenceburg, but 
that did not mean it did not 
touch Anderson County. 
While the passion for the 
Reds does not match that 
shown to UK and other 
major league teams, most 
notably the New York Yan¬ 
kees, have many fans in the 
county, Lawrenceburg is 
still a part of “Reds Country.” 
Local baseball fans made

Anderson County 
was able to celebrate a 
very merry Christmas 
after the Bearcats won 
the championship 
of the Lindsey Wil¬ 
son Classic at Adair 
County High School 
on Dec. 22. 

The Bearcats 
whipped the host 
school, 54-38, in the 
championship game 
to move to 6-1 on the 
year. 

Jay Smith scored

Linzy scored 11 each 
to lead the Bearcats 
in the championship 
game.

“He got a 
couple of steals get¬ 
ting into the passing 
lanes, he made some 
great passes and he 
rebounded good.” 

Hyatt added that 
Mann gave his best 
overall effort of the 
year in the victory. 
“His defense on their 
best player was great,” 


Hyatt said. 

With a guard-ori¬ 
ented team and little 
size, Hyatt said Mann 
and Cox are vital to 
the Bearcats’s chances 
of a strong season. 
“These two have to 
play at a high level 
for us to do something 
special and both are 
capable,” he said. 

Anderson grabbed 
the lead early, eased 
out to a 26-20 cush¬ 
ion at halftime, then 
pulled away for the 
win. “Our half-court 
defense shut them 


down,” Hyatt said. “It 
was, by far, our best 
defensive effort of the 
year.” 

Adair fell to 6-4. 

“It was a huge win. 
We dominated a good 
team on their floor in 
their tournament. We 
can still play better 
but we are in the right 
track. If our mental 
approach gets better, 
this team will win a 
bunch of games.”

Two Bearcats named 
honorable mention

Anderson County High School juniors Ross Cox and 
Darius Harvey were named honorable mention selec¬ 
tions on The Courier-Journal all-state football team. 

The prestigious team, selected by the state’s coach¬ 
es, was announced on Christmas Day 

Cox was listed as a wide receiver. He caught 51 
passes for 1,153 yards and 13 touchdowns. 

He also caught a school record 93-yard scoring 
catch against Shelby County and equaled a school 
record with 10 catches against West Jessamine. Cox 
also saw action at running back and safety, where he 
intercepted five passes. 

Harvey, a powerful tackle, was selected for his 
work as an offensive lineman. He was often clearing 
the way for Bearcat running backs or providing pro¬ 
tection for passers.

They finished the 
regular season at 8-2 with both losses being last-second 
defeats. (Anderson won two in the final minute as well.) 
It was unfortunate for the Bearcats that their worst 
game of the season came in the state playoffs against 
a Cooper team that eventually made it to this year’s 
state final. Yet, the message was clear: Anderson County 
football will continue to be among the state’s best 5A 
programs. 

Other big stories: Anderson basketball wins 21
